About three hours later, a 
series of perhaps five explo­ 
sions injured three men at the 
nearby Allied Chemical Co., 
when an automatic safety valve

off on a line carrying 
oxide or ethylene gas.

All pharmacies were busy for 
several days filling prescrip­ 
tions for the patients. Although 
some persons were reported 
seriously ill for a short time, 
the epidemic now is reported 
to have reached its peak, and 
patients reported back to nor­ 
mal.

will journey to 16 
states in the final days of his 
challenge to President Johnson. 
He opens the week's tour 
today in Salisbury, Md., in an 
area that leaned heavily toward 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace in the Maryland primary 
election last May. 
After a stop in Dover, Del., 
Goldwater moves on to New 
York City, where his schedule 
sets aside nearly six hours for 
staff conferences and dinner. 
Tonight, he will address a 
rally in New York's Madison 
Square Garden. 
Goldwater traveled to West 
Branch, Iowa, Sunday for the 
burial of former President Her­ 
bert Hoover. He flew out from 
Washington with the Hoover 
family, and returned aboard his 
campaign jet. 
On the way back to the capi. 
tal, Goldwater, who does not 
campaign cn Sunday, worked on 
his New York speech. 
He told newsmen he will stick 
to the basic issues of his cam­ 
paign in its final days. Gold­ 
water has been calling for a 
tougher stance in foreign policy, 
for curtailment of the size and 
power of the federal govern­ 
ment and for a drive against 
what he calls a wave of lawless­ 
ness and immorality. 
Goldwater*s 
campaign will 
take him to Bristol, Tenn.; Lon­ 
don, Ky.; and Cleveland, Ohio 
Tuesday. 
On Wednesday, he will carry 
his campaign to Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa; Oshkosh, Wis.; and East 
St. Louis, m .

HUELVA, Spain (AP)-Ntne 
U.S. marines died today u rhe 
blazing wreckage of two H34 
helicopters which collided and 
crashed while participating in 
massive UJS .«Spanish amphibi­ 
ous maneuvers near here. 
The helicopters, with scores 
of similar craft from the inva­ 
sion fleet offshore, were pre­ 
paring to land in the drop area 
along a rocky escarpment when 
they collided at an altitude of 
about 800 feet. 
Both caught fire and were 
burning furiously when they hit 
the rocky hill. Twelve Marines 
aboard the two machines man­ 
aged to make their way out of 
the flames and a 13th was res­ 
cued badly injured. 
Other Marines already land­ 
ed from the ship-to-shore heli­ 
copters assisted the survivors 
and tried to remove the dead 
before fire engulfed both craft. 
The crash occurred as Ma­ 
rine and Navy helicopters were 
engaged in a more than 1,300- 
sortie transfer of "invasion” 
troops to shore as part of a 
30,000 man UJS Spanish force. 
The dead Marines, all from 
the 2nd UJS. Marine Division, 
were not immediately identi­ 
fied.

spacecraft ticketed for Mars 
are scheduled next month at 
Cape Kennedy. 
Late in November, the space 
agency 
plans 
to 
launch a 
Project Gemini capsule on a 
final unmanned flight to qualify 
it for manned missions sched­ 
uled to begin early next year. 
Other shots on the schedule 
are orbital development flights 
of the Centaur and Titan 3A 
space 
rockets; the Tiros 9 
weather satellite, and a radia­ 
tion • sensing Explorer scien­ 
tific satellite. 
The 
first Mariner • Mars 
launching is set for Nov. 4. Hie 
second could be fired as early 
as two days later, depending on 
how well No. 1 fares. 
November marks one of the 
rare occasions when Mars is in 
position to receive an unmanned 
visitor from earth. Hie next 
opportunity will be in December 
1966. 
Each Mariner payload is to 
travel about 350 million miles 
in 8 i/2-month journeys to Mars. 
During 30-minute fly-bys within 
10,000 miles of the planet, each 
is to snap 20 television pictures 
and gather scientific data. 
Hie launchings will be the 
most difficult attempted by.

We regret that Mr. Shepley did not offer 
his candidacy in some other year. For in 1964 
the state campaign cannot be separated from 
the overriding issue of the national campaign, 
or from the future of Republican party leader­ 
ship. 
• 
Mr. Shepley is not temperamentally a Gold- 
water reactionary, but he supports Senator 
Goldwater and has said that there is little 
conflict between their positions on most issues. 
What is more important, he did nothing to op­ 
pose the capture of the Missouri Republican 
party by the Goldwater forces, and they now 
dominate the entire state organization just as 
they dominated the state delegation to the na­ 
tional convention. It was the Goldwater forces, 
and not Mr. Shepley, who wrote the party plat­ 
form at the state convention. 
It is argued that for Mr. Shepley to oppose 
the Goldwater steamroller would have meant 
political suicide. Making all due allowance 
for the demands of expediency, one must con­ 
clude that when even a man of Mr. Shepley’s 
statute dares not raise a voice of dissent 
to the seizure of his party by reaction and 
prejudice, then that is all the more reason for 
rejecting a Goldwater-dominated Republican 
party at the polls.

It should understand that ad­ 
vertising provides an important

it enormously accelerates the 
movement of new products, new 
services and new ideas into the 
main stream of our life. 
It should understand that ad­ 
vertising is a controlled sales 
message, 
directed 
through 
media to the most likely aud­ 
ience for a product or service. 
It should understand that there 
is no cheaper method of ex­ 
tending 
the selling 
function; 
that, 
in fact, 
advertising is 
now so much cheaper than any 
other kind of salesm anship- 
including the postal card, the 
letter, the telephone call, or 
. the personal call—that it has 
earned an ineradicable place 
in our whole commercial struc­ 
ture. 
It should understand that ad­ 
vertising provides an important 
consumer benefit in the encour­ 
agement of manufacturers to 
build a brand name, a brand 
reputation, and a brand fran- 


chise. It should understand that 
the belief that improvements In 
product, in design, in product 
performance and durability, is 
basic to our whole manufactur­ 
ing structure. And that the news 
of these improvements is tun­ 
neled to the consumer through 
advertising. 
It should understand that ad­ 
vertising is often a battleground 
of benefits. Because we are a 
competitive business serving a 
competitive business, much of 
advertising is the most com­ 
petitive aspect of our compet­ 
itive system. One manufacturer 
makes a product break-through, 
and announces it through adver­ 
tising. Instantly his comoetitioi) 
is at work, trying to match it, 
and hopefully to Improve it, and 
the results of that intensified 
competition will be advertised. 
In every case, the consumer is 
the 
winner. 
The 
benefits, 
spurred by competition, are 
in his interest. 
To take a case in point, con­ 
sider the recent extension of 
warranties in the automobile 
business. The major manufac­ 
turers have vied with each other 
♦to extend the length of time 
the consumer will be protected 
against product failure. They 
have announced this extension 
repeatedly in advertising. If 
there were no advertising, how 
would this important consumer 
benefit be made known? Or, 
put another way, without adver­ 
tising—and without its battle - 
ground-of -benefits 
aspect— 


would there be the competitive

to 
achieve 
these 
notable advances in consumer 
benefits? 
It is Interesting that behind 
the Iron Curtain, in Russia and

It is being encouraged 
to produce these results: the 
improvement of products, the 
pride of the manufacturer in

consumer, 
greater 
benefits to the consumer. 
It should be evident that ad­ 
vertising plays a certain kind 
of role in economics, regard­ 
less of political structure. In 
an industrial economy, partic­ 
ularly in one with a flourishing 
or an emerging consumer econ­ 
omy, advertising is essential.

MOTORISTS TO STRIKE? 
There is only one problem, if 
you ask the engineers, to build­ 
ing highways to support bigger 
and heavier trucks. All it takes 
is money. And the motorists 
driving our 68 million automo­ 
biles, who have always come 
up with it, can expect increas­ 
ing pressure on their pocket- 
books 
as 
the concrete gets 
thicker, 
the 
rubber- tired 
freighters get longer and higher 
and wider and heavier, and the 
damage to existing roads pyra­ 
mids. 
That this is the prospect is 
evident The 1946 recommend­ 
ations of the American Assoc­ 
iation of State Highway Officials 
adopted by Congress in 1956 
for Federal Aid highways, allow 
a maximum gross weight of 
73,280 pounds in a rig eight 
feet wide. But at its annual 


meeting this October, 
the 
AASHO is being pressed to en­ 
dorse still bigger juggernauts 
for the public’s highways, with 
five feet more length, 
six 
inches more width (in those 
states where it is though such 
vehicles can pass on present 
roads without sideswiping), and 
a foot higher. 
Weight recommendations will 
obviously be increased, but how 
much is still unsettled. In this 
connection, however, it is start­ 
ling to note that five states- 
Massachusetts, New 
York, 
Ohio, Indiana and Kansas—now 
permit weights of up to 65 tons 
to highball over their major 
toll roads! 
All of us might well profit 
from reading Special Report 
73 of the Highway Research 
Board which, in reporting on 
the results of A ASHO’s $27 mil­ 
lion Illinois road test, concluded 
that one 
18, 0 00-pound single­ 
axle load of a truck causes 
5,000 times as much pavement 
damage as an automobile’s typi­ 
cal 2,000-pound axle load. 
It should therefor be apparent 
that, apart from considerations 
of highway safety and the right 
of commercial haulers to make 
driving a nightmare for the rest 
of us, the day of fiscal reckon­ 
ing Is approaching. In fact, it’s 
long past time for the profes­ 
sionals who are in business on 
the highways to pay their full 
and proper share for the public 
facilities that they are com­ 
mercializing. Pubiic officials 
should ask those truckers who 
are pressing for still bigger 
vehicles to carry still heavier 
pay-loads; 
Who’s going to pay 


the extra costs for building and 
maintaining concrete freight­ 
way s that exceed the damands 
of the family car 20 times 
over—even when loaded with 
the whole family, the dog and 
cat and camping gear?

Brace yourself for a renewed, 
high-powered, high pressure 
drive for Federal aid to educa­ 
tion - and the inevitable control 
of the local school house and the 
local teacher s by Washington 
and the well-heeled, untiring 
“ teacher’s union*’, the National 
Education 
Association. This 
prospect is made certain by the 
President’s appointment of an­ 
other Harvard professor-Fran­ 
cis Keppel, Dean of Harvard’s 
Graduate School of Education- 
to succeed the recently resigned 
Dr. Sterling M. McMurrin as 
US Commissioner of Education. 
Keppel is an NEA member and 
chairman of its International 
Relations 
Committee, 
was a 
member of a 1960 Kennedy 
task force which recommended 
Federal expenditures of $2.3 
billion a year on education. He 
thinks money-from-Washington 
will strengthen “freedom in 
education’’ whereupon, as he 
said in recent days, “ we (wül) 
have no reason to fear what 
has been called ‘Federal con­ 
trol* ’». 
This unfortunate development 
recalls a recent editorial of 
Editor T.R. Waring in The News

Khrushchev has been in office 
too long, his face too well known, 
his popularity too great to per­ 
mit him to wander around Mos­ 
cow. 
He would collect a crowd In two 
minutes, and that crowd might 
swell to riot proportions against 
the new regime. 
On the other hand, the rulers 
of the Kremlin don’t want to 
spoil 
their 
recent 
Russian 
Image of tolerance for retired 
officials. Not since Marshal 
Beria was executed in 1953 
has there been a political exe­ 
cution in the Soviet. This is 
one of the policies Khrushchev 
Initiated. Furthermore Khrush­ 
chev is so popular with most of 
the satellite countries that he 
remains a real political threat. 
Premier Gomulka of Poland has 
publicly championed Khrush­ 
chev, as has Premier Kadar of 
Hungary, while the East Ger­ 
man government, which was 
never enthused over Khrush­ 
chev, has now publicly come to 
his defense. 


As a result, the Kremlin has 
stopped issuing critical state­ 
ments about its former chief. 
Best guess by U. S. diplomats 
is that Khrushchev might be 
allocated his beautiful summer 
villa on the Black Sea for per­ 
manent residence or he could 
be placed In charge of a col­ 
lective farm to carry out his 
ideas on corn, hogs, and wheat.

the Kremlin does 
with him, however, It will have 
to bank on Khrushchev’s number 
one characteristic — grtgar- 
lousness. He loves to talk to 
people.

Khrushchev came from the 
Ukraine. Sure enough, later in 
the day as we passed through 
the neighboring seashore resort 
on a sightseeing trip, we saw 
Khrushchev’s 
car parked in 
front of the Ukrainian Rest 
Home. 
NOTE—General Eisenhower, 
who had some kind words to 
say about Khrushchev last week, 
might take this opportunity to 
invite him to visit Disneyland, 
from which he was barred when 
he came to the United States in 
1959. Khrushchev made it very 
evident when I interviewed him 
that he liked Ike, though he said 
Eisenhower did not control his 
own administration. 
—UDAL E KIND TO OILMEN— 
Secretary of the Interior Stuart 
Udall isn’t soft on Communism 
but It looks as if he is soft on 
oil. He has now done what the 
Eisenhower administration did

oilmen into wild life 
reserve land. 
Up in North Dakota, game 
refuges are directly responsi­ 
ble for feeding 80 per cent of

nation’s 
migratory wild 
duck. 
Despite this, Udall has 
just approved the leasing of 
approximately 1,574 acres of 
the lower Souris National Wild 
Life Refoge near Upham, N.D., 
for oil exploration. 
This is exactly the same area 
where Ike’s Secretary of the 
Interior Doug McKay proposed 
permitting oil drilling but aban­ 
doned the idea after protests 
from conservationists and this 
column. 
Udall’s excuse is that oil is 
being drained away from off­ 
set wells around the game re­ 
serve and that the state of 
North Dakota wants some oU 
revenue. 
However, the sixteen wells 
now offsetting the game refuge 
on private property produced 
$19,450 during the month of 
August. If production is com­ 
parable on the game reserve 


itself, the U. S. government 
would receive only $2,450 for 
its 1/8 royalty while the state 
of North Dakota would receive 
$825 for its 5 per cent produc­ 
tion tax. 
This would seem to be peanuts 
compared with the basic value 
of wild life preservation.

Washington, D. C.: — Though 
the world knows little of him, 
one of the globe’s most steel- 
nerved, politically tough labor 
leaders is Japan’s Akira Iwai, 
real chief of over 4.2 million 
unionized workers. But he’s 
about to meet his match — 
several of them, in fact. 
They’ll be America’s Mr. Lâ- 
bor, George Meany, head of the 
AFL-CIO; David Dubinsky, pep­ 
pery pragmatist and philos­ 
opher of American labor, and 
two others of its national vice 
presidents. On Nov. 5 they are 
scheduled to fly to Tokyo to 
lend their support to the found­ 
ing 
convention 
of 
a newly 
merged labor movement, the 
Dome! Kaigi (Japanese Con­ 
federation of Labor). 
This new alliance will pro­ 
vide the first tough competi­ 
tion to Iwai’s aggressive Marx­ 
ist, Socialist, often anti-Amer­ 
ican 
organization 
known 
as 
Sohyo. That's why Meany and 
Dubinsky are making this long 
sentimental journey, their first 
to the Orient. 
They feel that for all too long 
the heavily financed coalition of 
Marxist - Socialists and pro- 
Chinese Communists have had 
their way inside Japanese la­ 
bor. It’s time somebody took 
them on, and the Meany and 
Dubinsky 
group 
are 
goin g 
around the world to lend the 
prestige of American labor to 
the anti-Communist forces at a 
moment when Peking is pour­ 
ing millions of dollars into its 
o p e r a t i o n 
subversion 
a ll 
through Asia. 
Those of us who have had a 
go-round with Akira Iawi know 
of his contempt for the U. S. 
The Sohyo, of which he is sec­ 
retary general, is the backbone 
of the Japanese Socialist Party, 
a bellicose Marxist organiza­ 
tion. The Party is opposed to 
the 
U. S. - Japanese security 
treaty. Some of its important 
members have gone to anni­ 
versary 
celebrations 
of the 
North Korean government and 
have demanded the ouster of the 
U. S. from South Korea. 
Furthermore, 
the 
Japanese 
Socialist Party is for immediate 
cooperation with the Mao Tse- 
tung government and resump­ 
tion of diplomatic relations with 
Peking and Moscow, even if it 
means ceding Japanese terri­ 
tory to get favorable treaties 
and recognition.# The party’s 
leaders have repeatedly pro­ 
tested loudly against our oc­ 
cupation of Okinawa, however, 
though U. S. installations there 
are vital to our defense posture 


in the Orient. 
Since there would be just a 
skeletal Socialist Party without 
Sohyo’s support, it is as obvious 
as the class lines in the Com­ 
munist Manifesto that Iwai’s 
group supports the party posi­ 
tion. More so, in fact. 
I have several Soyho docu­ 
ments before me and they are 
anti-American indeed. One such 
statement details the names, lo­ 
cations, 
armaments, 
equip­ 
ment, and manpower on our 
key bases in Japan. After thus 
publicly analyzing our sup­ 
posedly 
confidential military 
strength there, details of which 
are made available to Sohyo 
through its workers employed 
on U. S. bases, Sohyo says 
bluntly: 
“ We want to take this op­ 
portunity to request . . . total 
withdrawal of U. S. forces and 
their bases from our land.” 
Sohyo and the Socialists are 
also opposed to the presence of 
the U. S. Seventh Fleet in Ori­ 
ental waters. 
The Socialists charge us with 
endangering the peace by arm­ 
ing our ships and aircraft with 
nuclear bombs. There has been 
virtually no criticism of the 
Soviets or the Communist Chi­ 
nese. 
Meany and his colleagues have 
bluntly rejected this charge. 
Last July the U. S. labor chiefs 
joined with leaders of Domei 
Kaigi in a blast at the anti- 
American elements. 
“ We must reject the pseudo 
peace movements,” the U. S. 
and Japanese anti-Communist 
leaders said in a joint state­ 
ment, “ which exploit the world­ 
wide yearning for peace and 
serve as 
instruments 
fo r 
achieving the foreign policy and 
political objectives of any to­ 
talitarian power.” 
This was a slap at the left- 
wing 
and Communist forces 
which had been calling for a 
general strike in Japan to pro­ 
test against nuclear armament 
— especially ours. 
Thus, for the first time in the 
Orient, the Socialist-Marxists 
and the Mao Communists will 
be met head on right in their 
own ball park. George Meany, 
sophisticated anti-Communist, 
and David Dubinsky, who has 
fought the Stalinists 
inside 
American labor and all over 
Europe, 
too, 
can hardly be 
called im perialists. 
They’re more proletarian than 
Mao. Meany was a plumber, 
Dubinsky a ladies garment cut­ 
ter. Mao Tse-tung was never 
more than a professional con­ 
spirator, nor did he ever work 
for a yen in his life. So bon 
voyage to Meany and his col­ 
leagues.

track and field team that over­ 
shadowed the Soviet Union in 
depth and versatility gave a 
definite red, white and blue tint 
to the 18th Olympic Games. 
Although the Russians collect- 
ltd the most medals, the Ameri­ 
cans picked up the biggest 
qache of championship golds 
and took the limelight from 
their Soviet rivals in the pres­ 
tige events. 
The Stars and Stripes were 
raised so often over the main 
stadium and the swimming pool 
that one American competitor 
said, "1 thought they would wear 
out the flag" and Japanese 
school children went through 
toe streets whistling "The Star 
Spangled Banner." 
American swimmers and div­ 
ers won 16 of 22 events, smash­ 
ing the world record in almost 
all* of them, In a near sweep of 
toe swimming competition. The 
UJS. added 14 gold medals in 
track and field, winning toe 
5,000 and 10,000 meters for the 
first time in history. 
The Yanks maintained their 
60-year monopoly in basketball, 
crushing the Russians in the 
final game 73-59, and suffered 
disappointments only in boxing, 
wrestling and weight-lifting. 
ft was In these events, plus 
gymnastics, that the Russians 
picked up the bulk of their 96 
medals, six more than the 
American total. But it was over­ 
all a sub-par performance for 
toe giants from behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
- -The Soviet coaches came in 
lor criticism from Pravda, the 
Communist organ, and Gabriel 
Korobkov, toe head track and 
field coach, said bitterly, "Our 
athletes are too old and worn 
out — we need new blood." 
' He also said he was quitting. 
One pundit remarked that his 
next post may be an assignment 
In Siberia. 
Don Schollander, 18-year-old 
from 
Lake 
Oswego, 
Ore., 
•merged as toe outstanding 
Individual of toe Games, win­ 
ning tour gold medals. His coun­ 
terpart on toe women's side was 
a 
15-year-old free-style and 
butterfly specialist from Glen­ 
dora, Calif., SharonStouder. 
Sharon also won four medals 
— three gold and a silver —and 
her silver was one of the most 
precious of all. In winning It, 
•he cracked the one minute 
harrier in the women's 100- 
m eter free-style, swimming it 
Iti 59.9 seconds to finish sec­ 
ond behind the amazing Dawn 
Fraser of Australia, winner of 


her third straight gold. 
Billy Mills, a half-Sioux In­ 
dian from Pine Ridge, S.D., 
produced the biggest upset of 
the Games when he won the 10,- 
000-meter run — showing his 
heels to the greatest distance 
runners of the age. 
Talk that the United States 
athletes were too soft and pam­ 
pered to win in tests of strength 
and endurance was spiked when 
Bob Schul won the 5,000. 
Bob Hayes, the Florida A&M 
flyer, established himself as the 
world's fastest human by win- 
ning the 100-meter dash in a 
record-tying 10 seconds flat and 
anchoring the UJ>. 400-meter 
relay team to another gold. 
Halle Selassie's palace guard, 
A be be Btkila, won an unprece­ 
dented second straight inara- 
tlion, with shoes instead of 
barefoot as at Rome. New Zea­ 
land's Peter Snell ran away 
with both the 800 and toe 1,500 
and set his sights on a 3:50 mile. 
Wyomia Tyus in the 100 and 
Edith McGuire in the 200 led toe 
women's track and field forces, 
but a bad baton pass on the 
final 
leg cost the American 
girls toe 400-meter relay, won 
by Poland In world record time. 
Away from the big arenas, the 
UJS, heroes were toe eight-oar 
Vesper Crew of Philadelphia, 
surprise winner of the blue rib­ 
bon event in rowing, and Billy 
Frazier, a Philadelphia butcher 
who punched his way to the 
heavyweight title In boxing. 
It was a good Olympics for 
Japan, both on and off the field. 
The Japanese collected 29 med­ 
als in all, placing fourth behind 
the Soviets 96, America's 90 
and the 48 by the combined Ger­ 
man team.

Cotton growers voting in the 
December 15 referendum will 
determine whether marketing 
quotas will be operative for the 
1965 crop of upland cotton. 
Approval by at least two-thirds 
of those voting is necessary in 
order to put the quotas into 
effect. 
Mr. Proctor pointed out that 
the domestic 
allotment pro­ 
gram, authorized by legisla­ 
tion enacted last spring, will

Un­ 
der this program, 
a cotton 
farmer has the option of plant­ 
ing within his farm’s effective 
allotment or the domestic al­ 
lotment.

in their retail food stores, pre­ 
dicts the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
About 
24 percent — 24 bil­ 
lion 
pounds 
— of the total 
amount of fresh fruits marketed 
in a year now are prepackaged 
— bagged, film-wrapped, etc., 
before reaching the food store. 
This is 33 percent more than 
was prepackaged 5 years ago. 
And 
by 
1970, m a r k e t i n g 
specialists from USDA’s Agri­ 
cultural Research Service es­ 
timate that as much as 75 
percent of all prjduce will be 
prepackaged before it reaches 
the retailer. 
Shoppers 
already 
are ac­ 
customed to buying prepackaged 
apples, oranges, potatoes and 
tomatoes. USDA says that 40 
percent of the oranges, 60 per­ 
cent of the apples and tomatqes 
and 75 per cent of the potatoes 
sold fresh are prepackaged. 
One hundred percent of most 
fresh berries are handled this 
way. 
USDA reports 5 or less per­ 
cent prepackaging of fresh apri­ 
cots, 
avocados, 
c h e r r i e s , 
grapes, 
snap beans, 
leeks, 
plums and prunes. 
Research is developing im­ 
proved film wraps which will 
lead to prepackaging of more 
fruits and vegetables. Greatest 
increases in fruits are expected 
for bananas, peaches, pears 
and citrus.

New machines for packaging 
items on trays already are 
available, and there are con­ 
stant efforts to improve de­ 
signs.

In many instances savings are 
made on freight, containers and

Also, new bulk handling 
equipment is further reducing 
the purchase cost of prepack­ 
aged produce — indicating no 
particular increase in cost to 
consumers. 
When close trimming offers 
opportunities to reduce shipping 
waste, as with cauliflower, car­ 
rots and lettuce, packaging us­ 
ually is done where it is raised. 
Sometimes this means lower la­ 
bor costs also. 
Packaging is done at terminal 
and central warehouses when 
quality varies with state of 
harvest or growing conditions, 
and when the produce is grown 
in many different localities.

Of this number, they predict

Many states do not have cen­ 
tral registration and therefore 
can only estim ate the number of 
qualified potential voters.

figure is 
more than 4 million higher than 
the number of estim ated eligi­ 
bles prior to the 1960 election.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Elec- 
tion officials and qualified polit- 
ical observers across the na- 
tion predict a record 70.8 mil­ 
lion Americans will vote in the 
Nov. 3 elections. 
In an Associated Press sur­ 
vey, these officials and observ­ 
ers in the 50 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia estimated that 
88,697,400 
Americans a r e 
registered or otherwise quali­ 
fied to vote in the presidential 
election. 
Of this number, they predict 
70,856,050 actually will cast 
ballots. 
Many states do not have cen­ 
tral registration and therefore 
can only estimate the number of 
qualified potential voters. Also, 
many states do not register 
voters by party, thus precluding 
a nationwide partisan registra­ 
tion breakdown. 
The 
registration figure is 
more than 4 million higher than 
the number of estimated eligi- 
bles prior to the 1960 election. 
But the predicted vote is only 
about 2 million above the 68,- 
838,979 total vote in 1960. 
The Census Bureau recently 
estimated there are 114.4 mil­ 
lion Americans at home and 
abroad of voting age. But it 
conceded that millions of these 
would not be registered or oth­ 
erwise eligible because of fail­ 
ure to meet the various state 
voting requirements such as 
residence or literacy.

(AP) — A 
series of gas explosions rocked 
two of a string of six petro­ 
chemical plants near this south­ 
east Texas oil city Sunday.

The first explosion ripped the

“ The whole roof of the build­ 
ing just came off," one man 
said. 
Sixteen of 26 men working the 
night shift at Spencer suffered 
burns, cuts from flying glass 
and debris, and shock. 
A company clock was jarred 
to a standstill at 7:30 p.m. 
About three hours later, a 
series of perhaps five explo­ 
sions injured three men at the 
nearby 
Allied Chemical Co., 
when an automatic safety valve 
blew 
off on a line carrying 
oxide or ethylene gas. 
TTie two plants are separated 
by a 300-acre industrial site. 


Police barricaded roads and 
entrances 
through 
chain-link 
fences within a five-mile radius 
of entire plant complex — 
named Chemical Row — as 
firemen sped from surrounding 
areas to fight the flames. 


Fires at both plants were 
brought under control,and thou 
sands of pounds of dry ice were 
packed around lines to solidify 
escaping gas andallow repair of 
the breaks. 
No newsmen were permitted 
on the scene, but reports toltfof 
building walls collapsing and 
windows shattering.

City — fresh ideas, new faces, new 
leadership to replace the Democratic elders 
who have ruled so long. The state is fortunate 
in that whoever is elected will be amply quali­ 
fied to serve with integrity and ability. 
Mr. Shepley at 68 looks back upon a dis­ 
tinguished career as lawyer, member of the 
1945 Constitutional Convention, President and 
Chancellor of Washington University, worker 
in civic causes, and Republican party leader.

now so much cheaper than any

MOTORISTS TO STRIKE? 
There is only one problem, if 
you ask the engineers, to build­ 
ing highways to support bigger 
and heavier trucks. All it takes 
is money. And the motorists

All of us might well profit

the results of A ASHO’s $27 m il­ 
lion Illinois road test, concluded 
that one 18,000-pound single­ 
axle load of a truck causes 
5,000 tim es as much pavement 
damage as an automobile’s typi­ 
cal 2,000-pound axle load. 
It should therefor be apparent 
that, apart from considerations 
of highway safety and the right 
of com m ercial haulers to make 
driving a nightmare for the rest 
of us, the day of fiscal reckon­ 
ing Is approaching. In fact, if s 
long past time for the profes­ 
sionals who are in business on 
the highways to pay their full 
and proper share for the public 
facilities that they are com­ 
m ercializing. Public officials 
should ask those truckers who 
are pressing for still bigger 
vehicles to carry still heavier 
pay-loads: 
Who’s going to pay 


the extra costs for building and 
maintaining concrete freight- 
ways that exceed the damands 
of the family car 20 tim es 
over—even when loaded with 
the whole family, the dog and 
cat and camping gear?

Brace yourself for a renewed, 
high-powered, 
high pressure 
drive for Federal aid to educa­ 
tion - and the Inevitable control 
of the local school house and the 
local teacher s by Washington 
and the well-heeled, untiring 
“ teacher’s union” , the National 
Education 
Association. This 
prospect is made certain by the 
President’s appointment of an­ 
other Harvard professor-Fran- 
cis Kepjiel, Dean of Harvard’s 
Graduate School of Education- 
to succeed the recently resigned 
Dr. Sterling M. McMurrin as 
US Commissioner of Education. 
Kepi*l is an NEA member and 
chairman of its International 
Relations 
Committee, 
was a 
member of a 
1960 Kennedy 
task force which recommended 
Federal expenditures of $2.3 
billion a year on education.

Waring noted the tremendous 
pressure put on the nation’s 
teachers to join the NEA and 
felt that the “ view of the NEA” 
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Washington — No. I problem 
facing the new rulers of the 
Kremlin today is not Red China 
or relations with the United 
States but what to do with Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
Other retired Soviet leaders 
such as Nicolai Bluganin and 
Field Marshal Voroshilov have 
been allowed to wander around 
" Moscow at will, have attended 
party meetings like any retired 
senator 
in 
Washington. 
But 
Khrushchev has been In office 
too long, his face too well known, 
his popularity too great to per­ 
mit him to wander around Mos­ 
cow. 
He would collect a crowd In two 
minutes, and that crowd might 
swell to riot proportions against 
the new regime. 
On the other hand, the rulers 
of the Kremlin 
don’t want to 
spoil 
their 
recent 
Russian 
image of tolerance for retired 
officials. Not since Marshal 
Berla was executed In 1953 
has there been a political exe­ 
cution in the Soviet. This is 
one of the policies Khrushchev 
initiated. Furthermore Khrush­ 
chev is so popular with most of 
the satellite countries that he 
remains a real political threat. 
Premier Gomulka of Poland has 
publicly championed Khrush­ 
chev, as has Premier Radar of 
Hungary, while the East Ger­ 
man government, which was 
never enthused over Khrush­ 
chev, has now publicly come to 
his defense. 


As a result, the Kremlin has 
stopped issuing critical state­ 
ments about its former chief. 
Best guess by U. S. diplomats 
Is that Khrushchev might be 
allocated his beautiful summer 
villa on the Black Sea for per­ 
manent residence or he could 
be placed In charge of a col­ 
lective farm to carry out his 
ideas on corn, hogs, and wheat. 
Whatever 
the Kremlin does 
with him, however, it will have 
to bank on Khrushchev’s number 
one characteristic — gregar­ 
iousness. He loves to talk to 
people. When Mrs. Pearson and 
I left him alter spending two 


days at his Black Sea hom£, 
he remarked: “ I will be lone­ 
som e. I will have to go out 
an d 
visit some 
of the 
Ukrainians.” 
Khrushchev came from the 
Ukraine. Sure enough, later in 
the day as we passed through 
the neighboring seashore resort 
on a sightseeing trip, we saw 
Khrushchev's 
car parked in 
front of 
the 
Ukrainian Rest 
Home. 
NOTE--General Eisenhower, 
who had some kind words to 
say about Khrushchev last week, 
might take this opportunity to 
invite him to visit Disneyland, 
from which he was barred when 
he came to the United States in 
1959. Khrushchev made it very 
evident when I interviewed him 
that he liked Ike, though he said 
Eisenhower did not control his 
own administration. 
--UDAL IS KIND TO OIL MEN— 
Secretary of the Interior Stuart 
Udall isn’t soft on Communism 
but it looks as if he is soft on 
oil. He has now done what the 
Eisenhower administration did 
— let 
oilmen into wild life 
reserve land. 
Up in North Dakota, game 
refuges are directly responsi­ 
ble for feeding 80 per cent of 
the 
nation’s 
migratory wild 
duck. 
Despite this, Udall has 
just approved the leasing of 
approximately 1,574 acres of 
the lower Souris National Wild 
Life Refuge near Upham, N.D., 
for oil exploration. 
This is exactly the same area 
where Ike’s Secretary of the 
Interior Doug McKay proposed 
permitting oil drilling but aban­ 
doned the idea after protests 
from conservationists and this 
column. 
Udall’s excuse is that oil is 
being drained away from off­ 
set wells around the game re­ 
serve and that the state of 
North Dakota wants som e oil 
revenue. 
However, the sixteen wells 
now offsetting the game refuge 
on private property produced 
$19,450 during the month of 
August. If production is com ­ 
parable on the game reserve 


itself, the U. S. government 
would receive only $2,450 for 
its 1/8 royalty while the state 
of North Dakota would receive 
$825 for its 5 per cent produc­ 
tion tax. 
This would seem to be peanuts 
compared with the basic value 
of wild life preservation.

Inside Labor 
By VICTOR RIESEL 


U. S. Labor Chiefs Flying 
to Japan To Tackle Socialists, 
Communist in Orient 
Washington, D. C.: — Though 
the world knows little of him, 
one of the globe’s most steel- 
nerved, politically tough labor 
leaders is Japan’s Akira Iwai, 
real chief of over 4.2 million 
unionized workers. 
But he’s 
about to meet his match — 
several of them, in fact. 
They’ll be America’s Mr. LA- 
bor, George Meany, head of the 
AFL-CIO; David Dubinsky, pep­ 
pery pragm atist and philos­ 
opher of American labor, and 
two others of its national vice 
presidents. On Nov. 5 they are 
scheduled to fly to Tokyo to 
lend their support to the found­ 
ing 
convention 
of 
a newly 
merged labor movement, the 
Dorrei Kaigi (Japanese Con­ 
federation of Labor). 
This new alliance will pro­ 
vide the first tough competi­ 
tion to Iwai’s aggressive Marx­ 
ist, Socialist, often anti-A m er­ 
ican 
organization 
known 
as 
Sohvo. That’s why Meany and 
Dubinsky are making this long 
sentim ental journey, their first 
to the Orient. 
They feel that for all too long 
the heavily financed coalition of 
Marxist - Socialists and pro- 
Chinese Communists have had 
their way inside Japanese la­ 
bor. I fs time somebody took 
them on, and the Meany and 
Dubinsky 
group 
are 
goin g 
around the world to lend the 
prestige of American labor to 
the anti-Communist forces at a 
moment when Peking is pour­ 
ing millions of dollars into its 
o p e r a t i o n 
subversion 
a l l 
through Asia. 


Those of us who have had a 
go-round with Akira Iawi know 
of his contempt for the U. S. 
The Sohyo, of which he is sec­ 
retary general, is the backtene 
of the Japanese Socialist Party, 
a bellicose M arxist organiza­ 
tion. The Party is opposed to 
the 
U. S. - Japanese security 
treaty. Some of its important 
m em bers have gone to anni­ 
versary 
celebrations 
of the 
North Korean government and 
have demanded the ouster of the 
U. S. from South Korea. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
Japanese 
Socialist Party is for immediate 
cooperation with the Mao T se- 
tung government and resum p­ 
tion of diplomatic relations with 
Peking and Moscow, even if it 
means ceding Japanese te rri­ 
tory to get 
favorable treaties 
and recognition.< The party’s 
leaders have repeatedly pro­ 
tested loudly against our oc­ 
cupation of Okinawa, however, 
though U. S. installations there 
are vital to our defense posture 


in the Orient. 
Since there would be just a 
skeletal Socialist Party without 
Sohyo’s support, it is as obvious 
as the class lines in the Com­ 
munist Manifesto that Iwai’s 
group supports the party posi­ 
tion. More so, in fact. 
I have several Soyho docu­ 
ments before me and they are 
anti-Am erican indeed. One such 
statem ent details the names, lo­ 
cations, 
arm am ents, 
equip­ 
ment, and manpower on our 
key bases in Japan. After thus 
publicly 
analyzing 
our sup­ 
posedly 
confidential m ilitary 
strength there, details of which 
are 
made available to Sohyo 
through its workers employed 
on U. S. bases, Sohyo says 
bluntly; 
“ We want to take this op­ 
portunity to request . . . total 
withdrawal of U. S. forces and 
their bases from our land.” 
Sohyo and the Socialists are 
also opposed to the presence of 
the U. S. Seventh Fleet in Ori­ 
ental waters. 
The Socialists charge us with 
endangering the peace by arm ­ 
ing our ships and aircraft with 
nuclear bombs. There has been 
virtually no criticism of the 
Soviets or the Communist Chi­ 
nese. 
Meany and his colleagues have 
bluntly rejected this charge. 
Last July the U. S. la te r chiefs 
joined with leaders of Domei 
Kaigi in a blast at Hie anti- 
American elem ents. 
“ We must reject the pseudo 
peace movements,” the U. S. 
and Japanese anti-Communist 
leaders said in a joint state­ 
ment, “ which exploit the world­ 
wide yearning for peace and 
serve as 
instrum ents 
fo r 
achieving the foreign policy and 
political objectives of any to­ 
talitarian power.” 
This was a slap at the left­ 
wing 
and 
Communist forces 
which had been calling for a 
general strike in Japan to pro­ 
test against nuclear armament 
— especially ours. 
Thus, for the first time in the 
Orient, the Socialist-M arxists 
and the Mao Communists will 
be met head on right in their 
own ball park. George Meany 
sophisticated anti-CominunisV 
and David Dubinsky, who has

THE GOVERNORSHIP OF MISSOURI 
When the Post-Dispatch last May urged the 
nomination for Governor of Ethan A. H. Shepley 
by the Republicans and Warren E. Hearnes by 
the Democrats, .we knew that making a final 
choice between the two would be extremely 
difficult. So it has proved; but so much the 
better for Missouri. The state is fortunate 
in that whoever is elected Governor on Nov. 
3 will bring a healthy change of air to Jef­ 
ferson 
City — fresh ideas, new faces, new 
leadership to replace the Democratic elders 
who have ruled so long. The state is fortunate 
in that whoever is elected will be amply quali­ 
fied to 3erve with integrity and ability. 
Mr. Shepley at 68 looks back upon a dis­ 
tinguished career as lawyer, member of the 
1945 Constitutional Convention, President and 
Ghancellor of Washington University, worker 
in civic causes, and Republican party leader. 
Our admiration and respect for him are such 
that we could regard his election as the fitting 
capstone to a splendid career, a merited rec­ 
ognition for his public services of the past. 
Mr. Hearnes, just turned 41, is an energetic 
and experienced product of Missouri politics 
with a deep, intimate understanding of the 
years in the Legislature, four of them as 
House Majority Leader, along with four years* 
experience as Secretary of State, have equipped 
him admirably for higher office. He is moderate ­ 
ly progressive. He is a fighter. He knows his 
way around. He has demonstrated capacity for 
political leadership. He has visibly grown in 
stature during the campaign, and we think has 
the potential for greater growth in the future. 
On several scores it seems to us one candi­ 
date is the equal of the other. Both, in our judg­ 
ment, could be trusted to make highcaliber 
appointments to the St. Louis police and elec­ 
tion boards. Both would discharge the state’s 
penal and welfare responsibilities with en- 


i lightenmeit and compassion. Both would work 
for industrial development, for educational pro­ 
gress, for a forward-looking mental health pro­ 
gram, for a sound budget.

The most critical period of a Governor’s term 
is the first six months, when he is facing his 
first legislature. That is precisely the period 
when Mr. Hearnes’s background would prove 
mo3t valuable. If the Legislature is Demo­ 
cratic, as seems virtually certain, he could 
nlost effectively deal with it. His experience 
has also given him a good grounding in work­ 
ing with members of the opposition party. 
Curiously enough, this candidate from Mis­ 
souri’s Bootheel appears to be more alert to 
and better able to tackle urban problems than 
the candidate from St. Louis county. Their 
contrasting attitudes toward reapportionment 
are symliolic. Mr. Hearnes- woulu accept as 
a fact Supreme Court decisions calling for 
ifair representation for urban areas, and get 
on with the

Hearnes would work for a Department of Urban 
Affairs in state government; Mr. Shepley opposes 
it. 
We also believe that Mr. Hearnes would ue 
the more effective leader for progress in the 
realization of civil rights. Mr. Shepley ha3 
hot an ounce of bias in his makeup, but neither 
4id he attempt to persuade his party to write 
a strong civil rights plank into its platform. Mr. 
Hearnes took an active role in writing his party’s 
■civil rights plank along with all others. This 
readiness to take responsibility for party lead­ 
ership, together with his record of support for 
human rights legislation, convinces us that Mr. 
Hearnes 
would 
offer 
sponsorship of 
further 
opportunity in Missouri.

", p Basically, the choice is between a candidate 
ith a distinguished past, and one who strives 
earn a distinguished future. It is argued 
igainst Mr. Hearnes that he is ambitious for 
political advancement; but we see this as an 
asset rather than a liability, for he would 
Pave maximum incentive to achieve the kind 
record that warrants advancement. It is 
that Mr. Hearnes is supported by some 
ivory elements of the Democratic party, 
has the same party support that any Dem- 
‘atic 
candidate would have. The question 
whether a candidate is the kind of man to sell 
to self-seeking leaders. 
Mr. 
Hearnes’s record demonstrates that he 
not sell out to anybody. If he were not 
own man, he would not have challenged 


the

We regret that Mr. Shepley did not offer 
his candidacy in some other year. For in 1964 
the state campaign cannot be separated from 
the overriding issue of the national campaign, 
or from the future of Republican party leader­ 
ship. 
Mr. Shepley is not temperamentally a Gold- 
water reactionary, but he supports Senator 
Goldwater and has said that there is little 
conflict between their positions on most issues. 
What is more important, he did nothing to op­ 
pose the capture of the Missouri Republican 
party by the Goldwater forces, and they now 
dominate the entire state organization just as 
they dominated the state delegation to the na­ 
tional convention. It was the Goldwater forces, 
and not Mr. Shepley, who wrote the party plat­ 
form at the state convention. 
It is argued that for Mr. Shepley to oppose 
the Goldwater steamroller would have meant 
political suicide. Making all due allowance 
for the demands of expediency, one must con­ 
clude that when even a mail of Mr. Shepley’s 
statute dares not raise a voice of dissent 
to the seizure of his party by reaction and 
prejudice, then that is all the more reason for 
rejecting a Goldwater-dominated Republican 
party at the polls. 
A decisive defeat for right-wing radicalism 
is essential, we think, to lay the groundwork 
for future reorganization of the Republican 
party under moderate and rational leader­ 
ship. We cannot persuade ourselves that Mr. 
Shepley, having failed to contest the capture 
of his party before election, could be expected 
to devote himself, if elected, to a bitter fight 
for party control. His election therefore would 
represent, 
not 
a defeat for right - wing 
radicalism, but an accom modation with it. We 
do not believe reform of the party in Missouri 
can be accomplished by fattening with state 
patronage the most reactionary wing of the 
party. 
Mr. Hearnes, on the other hand, seems to 
us to promise a vigorous and healthy regener­ 
ation of the Democratic party in Missouri. He 
would introduce in Jefferson City energetic 
and liberal leadership by a new political gen­ 
eration, ready and able to attack the problems 
of a new, urbanized Missouri. In due time, 
we hope, the Republican party also would be 
reorganized under fresh, forward-looking lead­ 
ership, and Missouri would develop effective 
competition between two strong and broadly 
representative parties, 
For all of these reasons we favor the elec­ 
tion of Warren E. Hearnes as Governor of Mis­ 
souri.

It should understand that ad­ 
vertising provides an important 
consumer 
function-—that it 
informs the consumer of new 
products, new product develop­ 
ments and services, and that 
it enormously accelerates the 
movement of new products, new 
services and new ideas into the 
main stream of our life. 
It should understand that ad­ 
vertising is a controlled sales 
message, 
directed 
through 
media to the most likely aud­ 
ience for a product or service. 
It should understand that there 
is no cheaper method of ex­ 
tending 
the selling 
function; 
that, 
in fact, 
advertising is 
now so much cheaper than any 
other kind of salesm anship- 
including the postal card, the 
letter, the telephone call, or 
the personal call—that it has 
earned an ineradicable place 
in our whole commercial struc­ 
ture. 
It should understand that ad­ 
vertising provides an important 
consumer benefit In the encour­ 
agement of manufacturers to 
build a brand name, a brand 
reputation, and a brand fran-

rhise. It should understand that 
the belief that improvements in 
product, in design, in product 
performance and durability, is 
basic to our whole manufactur­ 
ing structure. And that the news 
of these improvements is fun- 
neled to the consumer through 
advertising. 
It should understand that ad­ 
vertising is often a battleground 
of benefits. Because we are a 
competitive business serving a 
competitive business, much of 
advertising is the most com­ 
petitive aspect of our compet­ 
itive system. One manufacturer 
makes a product break-through, 
and announces it through adver­ 
tising. Instantly his competition 
is at work, trying to match it, 
and hopefully to improve it, and 
the results of that intensified 
competition will be advertised. 
In every case, the consumer is 
the 
winner. 
The 
benefits, 
spurred by competition, are 
in his interest. 
To take a case in point, con­ 
sider the recent extension of 
warranties in the automobile 
business. The major manufac­ 
turers have vied with each other 
.to extend the length of time 
the consumer will be protected 
against product failure. They 
have announced this extension 
repeatedly in advertising. If 
there were no advertising, how 
would this important consumer 
benefit be made known? Or, 
put another way, without adver­ 
tising—and without its battle- 
ground-of -benefits 
aspect— 


would there be the competitive 
pressure 
to 
achieve 
these 
notable advances in consumer 
benefits? 
It is interesting that behind 
the Iron Curtain, in Russia and 
some of its European satel­ 
lites, 
advertising is being en­ 
couraged. It is being encouraged 
to produce these results: the 
improvement of products, the 
pride of the manufacturer in 
those 
products, 
a better in­ 
formed 
consumer, 
greater 
benefits to the consumer. 
It should be evident that ad­ 
vertising plays a certain kind 
of role in economics, regard­ 
less of political structure. In 
an industrial economy, partic­ 
ularly in one with a flourishing 
or an emerging consumer econ­ 
omy, advertising is essential.

MOTORISTS TO STRIKE? 
There is only one problem, if 
you ask the engineers, to build­ 
ing highways to support bigger 
and heavier trucks. All it takes 
is money. And the motorists 
driving our 68 million automo­ 
biles, who have always come 
up with it, can expect increas­ 
ing pressure on their pocket- 
books 
as 
the concrete gets 
thicker, 
the 
rubber- tired 
freighters get longer and higher 
and wider and heavier, and the 
damage to existing roads pyra­ 
mids. 
That this is the prospect is 
evident. The 1946 recommend­ 
ations of the American Assoc­ 
iation of State Highway Officials 
adopted by Congress in 1956 
for Federal Aid highways, allow 
a maximum gross weight of 
73,280 pounds in a rig eight 
feet wide. But. at its annual 


meeting this October, 
the 
AASHO is being pressed to en­ 
dorse still bigger juggernauts 
for the public's highways, with 
five feet more length, 
six 
inches more width (in those 
states where it is though such 
vehicles can pass on present 
roads without sideswiping), and 
a foot higher. 
Weight recommendations will 
obviously be increased, but how 
much is still unsettled. In this 
connection, however, it is start­ 
ling to note that five states- 
Massachusetts, New 
York, 
Ohio, Indiana and Kansas—now 
permit weights of up to 65 tons 
to highball over their major 
toll roads! 
All of us might well profit 
from reading Special Report 
73 of the Highway Research 
Board which, in reporting on 
the results of A ASHO's $27 mil­ 
lion Illinois road test, concluded 
that one 18,000-pound single­ 
axle load of a truck causes 
5,000 times as much pavement 
damage as an automobile’s typi­ 
cal 2,000-pound axle load. 
It should therefor be apparent 
that, apart from considerations 
of highway safety and the right 
of commercial haulers to make 
driving a nightmare for the rest 
of us, the day of fiscal reckon­ 
ing Is approaching. In fact, it's 
long past time for the profes­ 
sionals who are in business on 
the highways to pay their full 
and proper share for the public 
facilities that they are com­ 
mercializing. Public officials 
should ask those truckers who 
are pressing for still bigger 
vehicles to carry still heavier 
pay-loads; 
Who's going to pay 


the extra costs for building and 
maintaining concrete freight- 
ways that exceed the damands 
of the family car 20 times 
over—even when loaded with 
the whole family, the dog and 
cat and camping gear?

Brace yourself for a renewed, 
high-powered, 
high pressure 
drive for Federal aid to educa­ 
tion - and the inevitable control 
of the local school house and the 
local teacher s by Washington 
and the well-heeled, untiring 
“ teacher's union’*, the National 
Education 
Association. This 
prospect is made certain by the 
President’s appointment of an­ 
other Harvard professor-Fran- 
cis Keppel, Dean of Harvard's 
Graduate School of Education- 
to succeed the recently resigned 
Dr. Sterling M. McMurrin as 
US Commissioner of Education. 
Keppel is an NEA member and 
chairman of its International 
Relations 
Committee, 
was a 
member of a 1960 Kennedy 
task force which recommended 
Federal expenditures of $2.3 
billion a year on education.

Washington — No. I problem 
facing the new rulers of the 
Kremlin today is not Red China 
or relations with the United 
States but what to do with Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
Other retired Soviet leaders 
such as Nicolai Bluganln and 
Field Marshal Voroshilov have 
been allowed to wander around 
Moscow at will, have attended 
party meetings like any retired 
senator in Washington. 
But 
Khrushchev has been In office 
too long, his face too well known, 
his popularity too great to per­ 
mit him to wander around Mos­ 
cow. 
He would collect a crowd in two 
minutes, and that crowd might 
swell to riot proportions against 
the new regime. 
On the other hand, the rulers 
of the Kremlin don't want to 
spoil 
their 
recent 
Russian 
Image of tolerance for retired 
officials. Not since Marshal 
Beria was executed In 1953 
has there been a political exe­ 
cution In the Soviet. This is 
one of the policies Khrushchev 
Initiated. Furthermore Khrush­ 
chev is so popular with most of 
the satellite countries that he 
remains a real political threat. 
Premier Gomulka of Poland has 
publicly championed Khrush­ 
chev, as has Premier Kadar of 
Hungary, while the East Ger­ 
man government, which was 
never enthused over Khrush­ 
chev, has now publicly come to 
his defense. 


As a result, the Kremlin has 
stopped issuing critical state­ 
ments about its former chief. 
Best guess by U. S. diplomats 
is that Khrushchev might be 
allocated his beautiful summer 
villa on the Black Sea for per­ 
manent residence or he could 
be placed In charge of a col­ 
lective farm to carry out his 
ideas on corn, hogs, and wheat. 
Whatever 
the Kremlin does 
with him, however, It will have 
to bank on Khrushchev’s number 
one characteristic — gregar­ 
iousness. He lovee to talk to 
people. When lire. Pearson and

Up in North Dakota, game

They’ll be America's Mr. La­ 
bor, George Meany, head of the 
AFL-CIO; David Dubinsky, pep­ 
pery pragmatist and philos­ 
opher of American labor, and 
two others of its national vice 
presidents. On Nov. 5 they are 
scheduled to fly to Tokyo to 
lend their support to the found­ 
ing 
convention 
of 
a newly 
merged labor movement, the 
Dome! Kaigi (Japanese Con­ 
federation of Labor). 
This new alliance will pro­ 
vide the first tough competi­ 
tion to Iwai's aggressive Marx­ 
ist, Socialist, often anti-Amer­ 
ican 
organization 
known 
as 
Sohyo. That's why Meany and 
Dubinsky are making this long 
sentimental journey, their first 
to the Orient. 
They feel that for all too long 
the heavily financed coalition of 
Marxist - Socialists and pro- 
Chinese Communists have had 
their way inside Japanese la­ 
bor. It’s time somebody took 
them on, and the Meany and 
Dubinsky 
group 
are 
going 
around the world to lend the 
prestige of American labor to 
the anti-Communist forces at a 
moment when Peking is pour­ 
ing millions of dollars into Its 
o p e r a t i o n 
subversion 
a ll 
through Asia. 


Those of us who have had a 
go-round with Akira Iawi know 
of his contempt for the U. S. 
The Sohyo, of which he is sec­ 
retary general, is the backbone 
of the Japanese Socialist Party, 
a bellicose Marxist organiza­ 
tion. The Party is opposed to 
the 
U. S. - Japanese security 
treaty. Some of its important 
members have gone to anni­ 
versary 
celebrations 
of the 
North Korean government and 
have demanded the ouster of the 
U. S. from South Korea. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
Japanese 
Socialist Party is for immediate 
cooperation with the Mao Tse- 
tung government and resump­ 
tion of diplomatic relations with 
Peking and Moscow, even if it 
means ceding Japanese te rri­ 
tory to get favorable treaties 
and recognition.! The party's 
leaders have repeatedly pro­ 
tested loudly against our oc­ 
cupation of Okinawa, however, 
though U. S. installations there 
are vital to our defense posture 


in the Orient. 
Since there would be just a 
skeletal Socialist Party without 
Sohyo’s support, it is as obvious 
as the class lines in the Com­ 
munist Manifesto that Iwai’s 
group supports the party posi­ 
tion. More so, in fact. 
I have several Soyho docu­ 
ments before me and they are 
anti-American indeed. One such 
statement details the names, lo­ 
cations, 
armaments, 
equip­ 
ment, and manpower on our 
key bases in Japan. After thus 
publicly 
analyzing our sup­ 
posedly 
confidential military 
strength there, details of which 
are made available to Sohyo 
through its workers employed 
on U. S. bases, Sohyo says 
bluntly; 
“ We want to take this op­ 
portunity to request . . . total 
withdrawal of U. S. forces and 
their bases from our land.” 
Sohyo and the Socialists are 
also opposed to the presence of 
the U. S. Seventh Fleet in Ori­ 
ental waters. 
The Socialists charge us with 
endangering the peace by arm­ 
ing our ships and aircraft with 
nuclear bombs. There has been 
virtually no criticism of the 
Soviets or the Communist Chi­ 
nese. 
Meany and his colleagues have 
bluntly rejected this charge. 
Last July the U. S. labor chiefs 
joined with leaders of Domei 
Kaigi in a blast at the anti-

“ We must reject the pseudo 
peace movements,” the U. S.

ment, “ which exploit the world­ 
wide yearning for peace and 
serve as 
instruments 
fo r 
achieving the foreign policy and 
political objectives of any to­ 
talitarian power.” 
This was a slap at the left- 
wing 
and 
Communist forces 
which had been calling for a 
general strike in Japan to pro­ 
test against nuclear armament 
— especially ours. 
Thus, for the first time in the 
Orient, the Socialist-Marxists 
and the Mao Communists will 
be met head on right in their 
own ball park. George Meany 
sophisticated anti-Communist) 
and David Dubinsky, who has 
fought the Stalinists 
inside 
American labor and all over 
Europe, 
too, 
can ^ardly be 
called imperialists.
